There has been no official state­ 
ment concerning who would take 
ov er the helm while Dimitrov is 
away. The gov ernment merely an 
nounced Thursday that Dimitrov Is 
ill, and has gone to the Sov iet Union 
on “ home leav e” for medical treat­ 
ment. 
An official statement 
of 
some 
kind is expected from the foreign 
office today. 
Kolarov , a close friend of Diml 
trov . is a deputy premier who re­ 
cently has been giv en a front seat 
role In Bulgaria's international af­ 
fairs. He 
has been associated with 
Dimitrov since they went through 
a rev olution together in 1923. 
Informed circles here detide sug­ 
gestions abroad that Dimitrov 's trip 
to Russia means that he has retired 
as premier or secretary general of 
the Bulgarian Communist party. 
Has Two Deputies 
Bulgaria has two 
other deputy 
premiers, Klmon Georg lev and Alex­ 
ander Qbhov . Georgtev is a former 
premier and former foreign minis­ 
ter. Obhov is a member of the 
Agrarian party, tit seems unlikely 
that an Agrarian would get the post» 
There were four deputy premiers 
until Tralcho Rostov was fired re­ 
cently, charged with hav ing strayed 
from the Communist party line. 
As usual with countries in the 
Sov iet orbit, the Bulgarians hav e 
left the circumstances of Dimitrov 's 
it ip to the Sov iet Union a mystery
